classes. It was found necessary to 
divide several classes and as a re­ 
sult 12 
new divisions have been 
established. These meet at 7 o’clock 
each morning, making a full eight 
hours of work at the school. The 
last class dismisses at four o’clock. 
Many new features have been added 
to the summer work. 
Departments Crowded!. 
Departments which are feeling the 
greatest strain from the large en­ 
rollment were named this morning 
as education, English, mathematics 
and 
agriculture, 
with 
many 
stu­ 
dents interested in physical culture 
and biological science. Foreign lang­ 
uages, especially Latin, are little in 
demand, Dr. Linscheid said. 
Predictions for the total enroll­ 
ment varied this morning, but it 
was estimated that-at least 200 newT 
students would arrive Monday as 
this number will not be free from 
other schools until that date. This 
will put the enrollment around the 
1800 mark, it is believed. "With the 
number of students being c lassified 
today, it was predicted that the 1,- 
500 mark would be reached before 
night. About IOO more students are 
due to at rive this week, it is said.

MOSCOW.— Hammers and chisels, 
wielded in a m atter of fact manner 
by employes of the government com­ 
mittees for requisition of church 
treasures, has stripped in a few 
moments the silver ort gold overlays 
from ikons that took years to con­ 
struct. Today these sheets of valu­ 
able metal are being weighed on 
scales and melted down to be sold 
to help fe#d Russia’s famine suf­ 
ferers. 
Here and there throughout Rus­ 
sia there have been disturbances in 
connection with the requisitions, but 
the outstanding feature of the cam­ 
paign to transform these valuables 
into bread has been the calm man­ 
ner in which parishoners have watch 
ed the requisitions. 
The Associated Press correspon­ 
dent spent a morning with the Mos­ 
cow Requisition Committee watching 
the work at an ancient church and 
a big convent in Moscow. At the 
latter a few nuns, solemn faced but 
unresisting, watched the methodical 
work of the requisitioners and even 
assisted them by pointing out the 
treasures containing 
genuine dia­ 
monds. 
Fifteen minutes 
work 
stripped 
from an ikon all of the silver and 
gold, before which Ivan the T erri­ 
ble once knelt, and left it a crack­ 
ed oil painting. A few snips of the 
shears and a collar of tiny seed 
pearls, weighing perhaps six pounds 
and which must have taken months 
of patient needle work to construct 
was cut from another ikon and tos­ 
sed into a box with silver cups, 
diamond-studded crosses and com­ 
munion cups 
of 
gold. Scores 
of 
hanging lamps of silver and hand- 
wrought enamel, which had been 
carefully tended and filled with oil 
and lighted for 
centuries, 
came 
down 
just 
as quickly 
and 
were 
thrown in heaps on a wooden bench 
to be listed and weighed on the 
scales. 
Catholics Allow Pictures. 
Most of the wealth of the church 
has been placed in the overlays of 
ikons. The Greek Catholic church 
abhors statues, 
but 
permits pic­ 
tures of the saints. Originally mere 
oil paintings, these ikons have been 
framed in gold or silver and then 
overlays of precious metal 
fitted 
over the canvas. Sometimes only 
the faces of the paintings can be 
seen under the gold and silver. If 
the painting is that of th e Virgin, 
for example, 
pearl D e fa c e s are 
hung about the overlay that covers- 
the neck. In some cases garments 
heavy with jewels are added. When 
all these decorations are torn away, 
there remains only an old oil paint­ 
ing. 
The work of the fequisitioners 
was extremely careful and methodi­ 
cal. Though probably 
Communist 
themselves and therefore scorning 
the customs of the orthodox, they 
doffed their hats upon entering the 
church. They did not 
enter 
the 
Sanctuary or other holy rooms but 
permitted the priest or some other 
person designated by the faithful 
to hand out to them the valuable 
articles from these places. 
Experts from the government mill 
geums accompanied the requisition­ 
ers and if they discovered objects 
of great historical value these were 
pronounced “museum articles" and 
not sold but removed to the mu­ 
seums or permitted to remaih in the 
churches. 
At the Nikitski convent one ikon 
which the nuns particularly valued 
was not taken, as the parishoners 
agreed to pay over to the famine 
fund its value in silver coin.

PASTORS TO BE 
SHIELDED FROM 
LURE OF GRAFT 


(By the Associated Press) 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 31. 
—A new plan to protect ministers 
from “ecclesiastical Ponzis” by af­ 
fording a sound opportunity for in­ 
vestment has been formulated by 
the Methodist Board of Conference 
Claimants, according to an addrest* 
by Rev. 
Joseph 
B. 
Hingeley, of 
Chicago before the Annal Confer­ 
ence of Interdenominational Secre­ 
taries of Ministerial Relief of Pro­ 
testant churches here today. The 
proposed plan, 
according 
to Dr. 
Hingeley, weuld yield ministers in 
some cases a dollar a day on sav­ 
ings of a dollar a week, and would 
insure them against disability or 
poverty in old age. 
“In preparing the plan,’* said Dr. 
Hingeley, “we based the accumu­ 
lations on interest compounded semi­ 
annually at four percent on money 
paid during the minister’s active 
years on which, when retired, he 
would receive a fixed income for 
life. The actual computation showed 
that if he should begin the pay­ 
ments of a dollar a week when he 
was twenty-five years of age and 
should continue such payments until 
he 
was sixty-five, 
his 
accumula­ 
tions at the usual rates would yield 
a dollar a day for the remainder of 
his life.” 
In describing the need for such 
an actuarial plan Dr. Hingeley said 
that a book advising agents how to 
promote a certain speculative enter­ 
prise, classed the best ministerial 
prospects as Presbyterians and Epis­ 
copalians, “because they get the best 
salaries,” and also Methodists and 
Baptists, “because they are ’easy 
marks’ for the promoter. 
The plan would supplement the 
present Methodist pensions toward 
which pastors do not regularly con­ 
tribute, 
with 
provision incorpora­ 
ting acturial principles tried out by 
other denominations, Dr. Hingeley 
explained.

The weevils seem to be more nu­ 
merous at this time than they will 
appear to be a little later, not­ 
withstanding the fact that more will 
appear later since all do not emerge 
from their hibernating quarters at 
one time, (Futhermore, as the cot­ 
ton foliage develops, the weevils will 
become less conspicuous on account 
of an increased am ount of food and 
protection. . 
Experiments performed in Texas 
by boll weevil experts during the 
early days of the boll w ee^l in­ 
festation proved that the poisoning 
of cotton early in the season had 
little or no effect as a control.

remain until time to t laying their 
eggs In the squares since it is a 
fact that they will lay their eggs 
in 
no 
other 
place. 
There 
is 
no 
reason why weevils now present can 
not remain until the squares appear 
In which the next ‘brood may de­ 
velop. The present brood will dis­ 
appear as soon as they deposit their 
eggs. 
The probability of a cotton crop 
in the weevil infested area of the 
state (will depend almost entirely 
upon the weather during the time 
of the development of the brood of 
eggs deposited by the present brood 
and the brood devolping from eggs 
laid by the progeny of the present 
brood. 
In order for a crop to be pro­ 
duced, the weather must be dry and 
hot ant* the cotton well tended, that 
is to say a soil 
mulch 
must be 
maintained so that there will be no 
clods and weeds in the cotton fields 
to protect the fallen squares from 
direct sunshine and consequent heat. 
As soon as the squares have been 
punctured iby the weevils they will 
flare and 
drop 
from 
the 
plants. 
The larvae require juicy, succulent 
squares in which to develop. 'After 
the squares become dried by heat, 
and non-succulent, the larvae will 
perish. 
Frequent cultivation, resulting in 
a good soil mulch, will cause the 
squares to be thrown to the ground 
and exposed to the sunlight under 
greater heat conditions than in fields 
not properly cultivated. 
. The U. S. Bureau of Entomology 
strongly advises three consecutive 
sprays, four days apart, the calci­ 
um arsenate 
in - a dust 
form 
in 
localities where 
experiments 
with 
the the calcium arsenate sprays have 
been conducted. It is inferred by 
the bureau that in this state where 
cotton makes a bale to the acre in 
case the ’boll weevil is eliminated the 
dusting method should be inaugu­ 
rated. It has also been later infer­ 
red by the bureau that where cot­ 
ton may make a half 'bale per acre 
the poison treatm ent might be given. 
We 
are not advising 
thistreat- 
ment in Oklahoma as being effect­ 
ive since it has not been thoroughly 
tried out here under our climatic 
conditions. We do not disapprove 
however, of its use.
